From all appearances 
the cast was garnered from one only 
knows where, and they all decided 
stage a play, making it up as they went 
along. 

It may be that Jack Wilson is a vaude- 
ville headliner, at least he has a lovelier 
lobby display than has been seen in New 
York in many seasons. However, his 
two-a-day activities will not be so secure 
should any of the big-time bookers have 
so little to do as to attend the perform- 
ance at the Lyric Theater 

There are only two people in the large 
cast who give anything that even looks 
ike a professional performance, and these 
are Louis Sorin and Le Rot Operti. 

The costumes and scenery are just such 
as might be expected for such a produc- 
tion, and the entire mess leaves an im- 
pression of wonder that any producing 
firm could so flagrantly attempt to insult 
the intelligence of the theater-going 
public. Suffice to say the producers have 
succeeded only in insulting their own.

“Bare Facts’’ at Triangle

NEW YORK, Aug. 27.—The_ long- 
heralded musical revue, without a chorus, 
Bare Facts of 1927, which Alfred Speng- 
ler, in advance publicity, declared would 
shift up town in case of popularity, has 
made its bow at the Triangle Theater 

What this second edition of Bare Facts 
lacks in the way of a good, peppy chorus 
is atoned for by a plenitude of scenes, 
of which there are 23, following each 
other in rapid succession, since there is 
very little scenery to shift, the Triangle 
depending chiefly on lighting effects. 
These scenes consist of a series of in- 
differently executed dances and sexy in- 
cidents, including a satire on The Cap- 
tive, entitled Surrender, which tickles the 
risibilities of the superlatively sophis- 
ticated. 


Kathleen Kirkwood herself staged the 


revue, which does not do credit to her 
known talent in that direction The 
material in many instances is good, 
judged by the contemporary standards 
of musical revue excellence, but is 
spoiled by the amateurishness of the 
cast, the notable exception being the 


work of Joseph Battle A scene from 
Col. Stratton’s Ten Nights in a Barroom, 
with Joseph Battie as Joe Morgan, is the 
highlight of the bill. The barroom quar- 
tet, with Robert W. Long, Lloyd Russell, 
George Barnum and Frank Marshall, is a 
gem of humor 

The dancing of Ray Meyer shows 
promise, but the least said about other 
dancers in the cast the better, since we 
dislike to dissipate the bliss of Juvenile 
ignorance.

McKay Morris, who does not make a 
recognizable appearance until the last 
act, has a rich role as the unctuous Fu 
Manchu, and he plays it for the count 
It is just the kind of a character, call- 
ing for suavity, dexterous touches and 
casual decisiveness, that Morris is well 
adapted to handle. He turns out a pol- 
ished job. 


Muriel Kirkland, as a slave to Pu Man- 
chu, gives a well-calculated portrayal of 
an emotional role. Boyd Agin performs 
most amusingly as the keeper of a lime- 
nouse joint Adelaide Chase, Paul 
Wright, Perry Ivins and Pauline Breu- 
stedt also are good in short parts, and 
the work of Lawrence Bolton, Edward 


Forbes, Albert Ecke, Owen Phillips. Ken- 
reth Strawn, Edward Green, Charles 
Dosch, France Bendtsen and William 


Geer is fully competent. 


As far as acting parts go, however, 
there are no real opportunities except 
the one accorded to Fu Manchu im the 


final act, and even that is nothing 
extraordinary. But the play iteelf is 
worth exploiting further.

Fire and Theft Insurance 
For Actors’ Equity Members 


World-Wide Protection Afforded by Policy Obtained After Many 
Years’ Effort-—Covers Wide Range of Losses—Rate Figured

NEW YORK, Aug. 29.—A reputable in- 


Surance company finally has agreed to 
provide fire and theft policies for mem- 
bers of the Actors’ Equity Association, 
protecting them against loss of property 
without territorial limit, anywhere in 
the world away from the permanent 
home address. Altho Equity contracts 
specifically state that actors should pro- 
tect their personal property with 
surance against fire and theft, to date 
it has been impossible for members of 
the profession tn the legitimate and the 
tent and rep. field to find any insurance 
company that would accept them as a 
risk. Vaudeville artistes have heen the 
Only ones eligible to obtain such a pro- 
tection and the policy open to them was 
negotiated thru heavy influence brought 
to bear by the E. F. Albee interests. 
The policy now made possible has been 
obtained by John J. Kemp, the well- 
Known insurance agent at 551 Fifth 
avenue, who specializes in a theatrical 
clientele and has written life insurar 
for many prominent stars. He has been 
working for more than 15 years to get 
the underwriters to accept members of 
the theatrical profession as a fire and

theft risk Success came Saturday 
morning and the policy will be ready 
today. Thru Frank Gillmore, executive 
secretary, Equity has already given its 
enthusiastic approval and the associa- 
tion will lend its support in urging 


members to avail themselves of the op- 
portunity afforded. 

The policy will be even broader than 
the one now open to N. V. A. members 
and will be world-wide in its protection 
against loss by fire, flood, perils of 
transportation, theft and pilferage, in 
theaters and out, wherever the actors’ 
insured property may be outside of his 
permanent residence. The premium is 
the same as that asked by the company 
that insures the vaudeville artistes, a 
rate that figures at $2.50 a hundred, but 
the policies obtained by Kemp for Equity 
are entirely underwritten by the in- 
surance company. In the case of the 
vaudeville policy, it is understood that 
the National Vauceville Managers’ Pro- 
tective Association has to underwrite the 
liabilities beyond a certain per cent.

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Safety Authorities Close 
Six Rhode Island Movies 


Attorney General Orders Houses To Discontinue Business for Fail- 
ure To Comply With Law—Obstructed Exits and Hazard- 
ous Projection Booths Among Complaints 


PROVIDENCE, Aug. 27.—Attorney General Charles Sisson, in compliance with 
the new theater safety law passed at the last session of the General Assembly, has 
already closed six motion picture theaters in Rhode Island until the changes 


recommended by him are carried ‘out 


The closings were requested by the Attorney General after officials of the 


Rhode Island State Police had made re- 
ports concerning the structures. In all 
43 theaters have been inspected to date. 

According to the reports made to the 
attorney general’s department the con- 
ditions at most of the theaters have been 
far from satisfactory. Ladders and chairs 
have been found lying around the en- 
trance halls, the projection booths have 
been found littered with junk, the wiring 
system in poor condition, no T-turns or 
push-bar levers are used on the doors 
and other defects are mentioned in the 
reports often. 

Exits were found in several cases com- 
pletely blocked by debris, broken chairs, 
and in two instances the fire exits were 
nailed shut, while in other places the fire 
exits were thru windows. Of the 43 pro- 
jection booths inspected it was found 
necessary to order the installation of 
ventilators in 14 of them. In one case 
where a ventilator was found it was 
discovered that the ventilator stopped 
several inches from the outside of the 
roof and if a fire should have started it 
would have set the roof on fire. Twenty- 
seven of the booths were equipped with 
gravity slides for the apertures which 
did not meet the requirements. In 29 
booths the rewind benches were made of 
inflammable material, altho the law 
states the benches should be made of fire- 
proof material. Twenty booths were not 
as large as the law requires and 24 
lacked the required fire extinguishers. 
Twenty-nine had no fireproof container 
for burnt carbons.

Equity and the Belgran Consulate here 
have been striving for several days to 
gain entry for the actor and his wife 
as non-quota immigrants, but the fac!

exemption from the quota laws. It is 
understood that the couple intended to 
remain here permanently. After negoti- 
ations, the Department of Labor in 
Washington has granted Detramont and 
his wife entry provided some one will 
put up a $1,000 bond in their behalf.

NEW YORK. Aug. 29.—Vaudeville manegers have apparently devoted the'r 
summer dog days to cogitation over the question: “What's wrong with vaudevil’e 
from the presentation angi2?” As a result bills in the Eastern houses during the 
impending season are expected to reflect the outcome of these deliberations. For 
one, spotting of acts on bills of the larger circuits will be so different that even 


the layman will have cause for surprise 
and comment. The steady opposition 
family-time houses have experienced 
during the last season with de luxe pic- 
ture houses has convinced the formerly 
adamant vaudeville experts that in order 
to survive the “gaff radical measures 
must be taken to draw a sharper line of 
demarcation between the two branches 
of entertainment. 

Vaudeville’s life blood is comedy. and 
with this idea in mind producers, au- 
thors and artistes sponsoring standard 
turns are turning to a resuscitation of 
laugh doses. Investigation of the plans 
and opinions of leaders in these branches 
of the two-a-day field shows that the 
next several months will witness revolu- 
tionary changes in spotting and material 
of acts. 

It is being recognized by those man- 
agers determined to continue operating 
under vaudeville policies that de luxe 
and vaudeville-picture houses cater to 
somewhat different audiences. Vaude- 
ville patronage seeks laughs and plenty 
of them while the average de luxe 
audience is concerned with an all-round 
musical program supported by a strong 
feature film, presented with an elaborate 
musical score. With vaudeville bills last 
season gradually drifting toward ballets, 
flashes and musical material. the opposi- 
tion was felt more keenly. patrons bung 
given to decide between mediocre musi- 
cal material offered by family-time 
houses as contrasted with the elaborately 
prepared presentation bills of the de 
luxe emporiums. 

In order to establish for itself a def- 
inite hold on the class of patronage it 
needs, the vaudeville house affiliated 
with any of the larger circuits will pre- 
sent a somewhat different type of bill 
the coming season. A consensus of 
opinions among the bookers makes it 
evident that the two-spot harmony sing- 
ing or “piano” act has passed on to the 
junk shops. Hereafter bookers will make 
an effort to fill the earlier part of bills 
with acts featuring all-comedy material. 
The flash act will also be shelved, leav- 
ing the booking highway clear for full- 
Stage acts of the blackout zenre. Singing 
and musical acts will continue to be used 
but in diminished quantities and in spots 
on bills where they will serve merely as 
rest spells between comedy turns. 

With the average family house bill 
divided equally—as it has been—between 
films and stage attractions, the spotting 
of the stereotyped act layout permits too 
long a time to elapse before audiences 
are stirred out of the lethargy induced 
by the rich diet of screen material, 
usually comprising a 90-minute feature, 
comedy, newsreel and a scattering of 
trailers and short subjects. Novelty acts 
will continue as bill openers, bookers 
figuring that the dumb act will always 
be needed to bridge the gap between 
films and comedy stage entertainment.

Vaude. Men Kicking 
At Extra Stagehand 


Managers, Artistes and Bookers 
Characterize Union Demand 
as an Abuse 


NEW YORK, Aug. 29. — The recent 
ruling of the stagehands’ union con- 
cerning employment of extra men with 
vaudeville attractions, if in the opinion 
of local or international officials suffi- 
cient equipment is carried to warrant it, 
has stirred theater owners, artistes and 
bookers in this territory to considerable 
complaint. Characterizing the drive of 
the union against vaudeville acts carry- 
ing more equipment than would make 
them immune from hiring extra men as 
an abuse, the complainants threaten ef- 
forts to change what they charge is an 
arbitrary ruling. 

When acts come into this territory 
and open engagements, when the usual 
morning rehearsals are given, they are 
being forced under some circumstances 
to put on an extra man. Others, accus- 
tomed to playing with heavy equipment 
without an extra man, are also being 
forced to do the same. It is claimed 
that while there may be justification for 
the employment of an extra man on the 
first day of the engagement, getting 
equipment ready and figuring on extra 
rehearsals, it seems unreasonable that 
the extra man must be kept for the 
length of the engagement, whether it is 
three days or a week. 

In most cases the artiste pays for 
extra stagehand help, as the average 
contract contains a clause making it 
incumbent on the performer to pay for 
this added expense 

Since the International Alliance of 
Theatrical Stage Employees started its 
recent campaign all over the country 
to classify acts and decide whether they 
must carry an extra man, notifying 
locals ahead of the decision, vaudeville 
acts have complained considerably. 

The union contends they have been 
“getting away with it” for a long time 
and that for many years there has been a 
ruling calling for an extra man when 
more than nine hanging pieces were 
carried or there was other equipment 
necessitating additional help.

big-time houses and the stronger in- 
dependent outfits are the cause of the 
healthy rush-order business in local re- 
hearsal halls 

Official acknowledgment of the condi- 
tion being withheld, but it has been 
learned on good authority that the so- 
called family houses will use more acts 
on split-week dates during the 1927-°28 
season. Besides, operators of smaller 
houses heretofore rated as straight pic- 
ture emporiums have taken advantage 
of the summer-closing period to make 
alterations necessary for the use of stage 
insuring a demand for last- 
half vaudeville consistently during the 
fall and winter. 

During the last six-month period spe- 
cialty people were being crowded out of 
the vaudeville field, due principally to 
the surfeit of flash-type acts in which 
most of them were forced to confine 
their activities. With the sudden rush 
of orders for talent, vaudeville casting ~ 
agencies found the supply and demand 
tables turned on them with the result 
that now talent is at a premium, the 
reverse condition of several months ago 
when these agents divided their time be- 
tween down registrants and 
soliciting producers for calls 

A good specialty artiste has no cause 
for la ition from the standpoint of 
engagements. Producers are still hold- 
ing down the lid on salaries but more 
is being devoted during the current 
period to seeking out a single ensemble 
girl or a boy hoofer than had been 
lavished in former seasons on featured 
people. With production prospects not 
very encouraging during the early part 
of the summer many of the former two- 
a-day specialty people baited their hooks 
for burlesque wheel jobs, most of them 
now being tied up to full-season $30 and 
$40-a-week contracts while vaudeville 
seeks their ilk with $60 and 870 offers 
as starting bids.

Admonitions for Vaude. Acts 
Planning To Go To Australia 


Acting upon the complaint of an 
American performer, who declared that 
conditions regarding Australian vaude- 
ville were not properly outlined to him 
before sailing from San Francisco, The 
Billboard inquired into the matter, thru 
its Australian representative, Martin C. 
Brennan, who reports as follows: 


“If performers are told in San Fran- 
cisco that the income tax means nothing, 
it is all wrong. It means considerable if 
the act leaves it go to the end of the en- 
gagement and has not provided for this 
essential. Advise acts to: put away at 
least $10 a week from their rogular salary. 
If it is a big salary, advise them to put 
at least four times that amount aside. 


“Very few acts can hope for more than 


10 weeks on the Tivoli Circuit. If they 
get more they are farmed out to Union 
Theaters. Both engagements are very 
comfortable. No doubt the option on the 
10 weeks is What gets some of the acts 
over here. It would be as well if artists 
contemplating a trip to Australia had 
their contracts signed assuring them of 
this option and playing the 20 weeks in 
all, but they must not forget the income 
tax, nor must they forget that if their 
option is not signed before they leave 
San Francisco the chances are more than 
even money that it won't be subse- 
quently played, even tho they make the 
biggest hit of their lives. At the present 
time there are several acts walking about, 
and being paid in full, because there 
are no houses to accommodate them.”

last week 

According to Victor Moore, present 
skipper of the Lights, the cause is dis- 
Satisfaction and dissension among the 
active members of the club, comprising 
the performer membership, over the ad- 
mittance of lay members. Monopoliza- 
tion of privileges which the former con- 
sidered theirs resulted in the action 

The clubhouse and grounds are being 
offered in the open market at $75.000 
Several years ago when realty values 
were booming in this district, officials 
of the club turned down an offer of 
$105,000. E. F. Albee has been reported 
as negotiating for the property several 
times for a summer branch of the 
N. V.A 

Moore told The Billboard that as a 
result of the performers being crowded 
out by the lay membership they failed 
to support this year’s cruise, the annual 
benefit tour. which has helped largely 
to finance the club. It has been im- 
possible to operate the club on its dues 
of $10 a year, he said. This year’s cruise 
netted the Lights about 81,000, the 
smallest return in the history of the 
organization 

According to Moore, the members have 


decided to disband and reorganize an 
exclusive performers’ club. Whether or 
not they will retain the Lights Club 


name he was unprepared to state at this 
time. 

For many seasons the Lights Club 
has been the center of social acfivity 
during the summer season of the large 
theatrical colony at Freeport It be- 
came famous thru the custom of its 
members each summer celebrating 
Christmas during July with a tree, Santa 
and all the trimmings that went with 
the Yuletide observance.

VAUDEVILLE PRODUCERS who while 


away their leisure moments by maki: 
cutting remarks concerning the unre- 
liability of performers and other faults 


of those who tread the boards would be 
much enlightened to hear the other side 
of the story once in a while Of late 
protests have been pouring in from ar- 
tistes—most of whom can be relied upon 
for veracity—of “raw deals” handed out 
by the self-same show business mer- 
chants who complain of artiste unfair- 
ness. Included among the stories, all of 
which have been traced to a source pro- 
moting substantiation, are instances 
where producers make calls to far-off 
cities for talent, keep those summoned 
in rehearsal for several weeks, and strand 
them without giving transportation, liv- 
ing expenses and other “insignificant” 
items a passing thought There exists 
no: actual recourse for the artiste, altho 
several agencies are supposed to be func- 
tioning solely to adjust matters of this 
kind. The producer who suddenly de- 
cides that a certain act will not be 
launched is accountable to no one save 
those from whom he rents studio space 
He proceeds to another act that may 
never find its way on a vaudeville bill, 
and his conscience is as clear as crystal 
Of course he raves and rants 
cranks who send him threatening letters 
after several such experiences have taken 
place, but as a substantial and 
business man he has an indisputable 
right to protest against the vagaries of 
a “bunch o’ hams wae are out to do you 
for all you are worth.” This is not very 
tucid to the novitiates, but the old “uns” 
those who have worh out the thresh olds 
of casting offices, know exactly what is 
meant—and probably will fill the white 
space between lines with the names of 
producers who make a practice of apply- 
ing the old circus “redlighting” methods

Vover is doing a new act since last 
reviewed in these columns—a turn along 
similar lines as his previous offering, 
but possessing considerably more merit. 
In this vehicle—a comedy playlet ‘with 
music in four scenes—he is assistec by 
five others; three women and two men. 

The dialog is bright for all its generous 
quantities of hokum. and the handling 
of the lines by a!l is good. The story 
concerns three couples, newlyweds, tvo 
that have been married five years and 
two who have weathered the marital 
storm for ten. The relationship of each 
to the other is obvious. 

Much fun is derived from the situa- 
tion growing out of the plan of he 
who has been married the longest, to 
illustrate to the wives of the other two 
just how their mates would react to 
the “shock” that their respective better 
halves had been kidnaped. The others 
turn the tables on him, however, with 
the result that the cynicism with which 
he has grown to view married life is 
revealed as a veil which really hides his 
love for his wife 

There are some teneful melodies and 
some clever dancing, with Voyer carrying 
the burden of the singing and stepping. 
The sequence of scenes in building up 
to the climax is clever and productive of 
much laughter. Act scored a decided 
hit when reviewed.

Toonerville Four 
Reviewed at Loew’s Gates Theater, 


Brooklyn. Style-—-Singing and comedy 
quartet. Setting—In one. Time—Ten 
rrinutes. 


Four men, rigged out in exaggerated 
rube raiment, comprise this ‘ .rmony 
singing and comedy act. The boys oven 
with Oh Isabella, done in effective siyle, 
and then go thru a gagging session while 
seated in minstrel formation. One of 
the boys, he who is rigged out as the 
most senile, takes up the interlocutor’s 
reins and handles them fairly well. The 
singing is again taken up with a oorking 
rendering of If You See Sally, followed 
by more gagging and then a dose of old- 
fashioned harmonizing, topped off by 
the Old Oaken Bucket refrain, 


For a closer the boys give a strong 
comedy bit, How Can I Sleep at Night, 
not particularly refined, but who ex- 
pects class de luxe from a rustic quartet? 
Yiddish interpolations are worked into 
this bit and the surprise lingual effect 
sent the quartet up to show-stopping 
levels, when caught. As is, the boys 
look like they can hold down the deuce 
spot in any house. They would be helped 
materially by adding a special drop to 
tneir props. Their excellent raiment 
appears quite flat against the ordinary 
street drops which even the best houses 
are forced to give an act of this type.

Murray Harris and Harry Pepper 


Reviewed at Loew’s Bedford Theater, 
Brooklyn. Style—Talking and singing. 
Setting—In one, special. Time—Thirteen 
minutes. 


Pepper is a Hebrew comic and Harris 
shoots over enough gag lines on his own 
hook, altho he relies for laughs more 
on the humor in subject matter than 
on the comicalities attendant on man- 
ner of delivery as does the former. The 
pair, as itinerant salesmen discussing 
business before the entrance to an 
apartment building designated as the 
Broken Arms, comprise as strong a com- 
edy team as the three-a-day can expect 
rom its salary standards. Their origi- 
nality is conspicuous by its absence in 
their gags and they are perched peril- 
ously on the fence that divides the 
acceptable from the objectionable. Their 
material is taken from any one of @ 
dozen standard turns, but the stuff is 
at least molded and remolded into a 
shape that makes it formfit for the sort 
of act they are presenting. 

Several vocal mumbers are used, with 
Harris doing his solemn duty by the 
long line of straightmen with a boo-boo 
rendering of If You See Sally. One of 
the duo numbers is reminiscent of 
Shaw and Lee, but can hardly be re- 
ferred to as a steal, the resemblance 
being confined to the manner of de- 
livery only. Toward the close the pair 
alternates in a bit of play-acting, as- 
suming the role of a housewife being 
approached by a door-to-door salesman. 
This bit savors unmistakably of the old 
burlesque-wheel shows. At this house 
the pair wowed them and could have 
exceeded their running-time limit. They 
would do well to submit to the censor’s 
knife, but even as is the act is a great 
next-to-closing buy for the time it is 
playing.

The man is attired as a cop and 
sports the usual brogue and a collection 
of Irish gags. But he has his redeeming 
features. There its, for instance, his 
facile manner of line reading and his 
able handling of his girl friends, who 
affect exaggerated kiddie roles in the 
greater part of the act. His partner of 
the previous vehicle coninues to use her 
corking sob-comedy bit, 7 Want a Hus- 
band. The cop has his inning in the 
vocal arena, putting over with delightful 
skill a pop. ballad that usually flops 
bad when handled by less talented song- 
sters.

This act begins with a story, a 
real engrossing story, and it’s all about 
a crystal-gazing seeress who tells the 
heroine that she will meet the man 
shortly and that he will wear a red 
carnation. The hero also visits the same 
seeress, by cracky, and he is likewise 
informed vice versa. The plot grows 
thick and even thicker; the pair meet 
and ample comedy for the meeting is 
provided by a diminutive valet in the 
person of Victor Kahn, whose work, in- 
cidentally, is far superior to his puerile 
assignment. Here, praise Allah, the 
story disappears as do all obedient plots 
in ambitious flashes. Bit lack of plot 
and coherence, notwithstanding Kahn, 
as a valet suddenly raised to the dignity 
of his master by the mere donning of 
the latter's clothes, and the seven others 
provide sufficient entertainment to carry 
the act thru for family-time honors. 

One of the girls is equipped with a 
corking vocal delivery and the six others 
give a good account of themselves in 
ensemble stepping bits, nicely routined 
Kahn not only shines in his comedy ro! 
but shows up to good advantage in a 
vocal number well toward the close 
Garland is fair in his line reading and 
reveals his forte but once, this while 
performing a single pedal assignment.

Lady Composers Demand Their 
Share of Songs’ Royalties 


Tillie and Nancy Jay, of 285 Fort 
Washington avenue, New York, probably 
no longer believe that every popular song 
rewards its composer with a fortune 
Five years ago, when they were 15 and 16 
years old, they wrote two songs, I Have 
a Rendezvous With You and That Some- 
body, which they say they turned over 
to Ernst Luz, of the Photo Play Music 
Company, 1540 Broadway, New York. 

Luz, according to the girls, was to have 
the songs published and to split the 
royalty. Well, they say he had them pub- 
lished by the Photo Play Music Company, 
and later used them in conjunction with 
Humoresque and The Four Horsemen of 
the Apocalypse, two well-known screen 
productions. 

All this happened in 1920, when the 
sisters were living with their parents. 
Later the father died and the girls needed 
money. So they naturaly went to Mr. 
Luz and asked how the numbers were 
doing. He said they had died. The girls 
said he told them the songs had not 
made any money, but later they were 
informed that the songs had done un- 
usually well in Europe. 

In the natural course of events the 
girls have started suit to obtain an ac- 
counting. They said all they ever re- 
ceived was $25 for the songs. Thru 
their attorney, Nathan Waxman, 171 
Madison avenue, New York, they have 
filed a complaint in the New York Coun- 
ty Clerk’s office for an accounting on the 
mechanical royalties and the money re- 
ceived from the sales of the sheet music. 
The complaint states that many thou- 
sands of dollars have been received by the 
Photo Play Music Company from the 
sales of sheet music and mechanical 
companies. In the complaint Mr. Luz 
is named as musical director for Loew’s 
Theaters.

Aaron Copland To Lecture 


Aaron Copland, young American com- 
poser, will give a course of 12 lectures on 
The Evolution of Modern Music, with 
illustrations at the piano, at the New 
— for Social Reserch in New York 

ity. 


No technical knowledge is required for 
this course and registration is open to 
any man or woman, Dr. Alvin Johnson, 
director of the New School, states. In 
announcing this course of lectures, Mr. 
Copland says: “This course will trace the 
gradual and inevitable development of 
the new music from the music of the 
past. The lectures will ccnstitute, in ef- 
fect, a course in the appreciation of 
present-day music by helping the stu- 
dent who understands and enjoys Bach 
to understand and enjoy, let us say, Paul 
Hindenith The most important produc- 
tions of the last quarter century (Pellcas 
and Melisande, Pierrot Lunaire, Le Sacre 
du Printemps) and contemporary scores 
will be considered in order to show how 
modern composers have reinterpreted the 
old laws of harmony, melody and rhythm. 
Each lecture will be illustrated at the 
piano, and the current new music of the 
1927-28 season will be commented upon. 


The New School for Social Research, 
where Mr. Copland will deliver this 
series of weekly lectures at 8:20 o'clock 
on Friday evenings, is unique among the 
country’s educational instituticns. It is 
devoted exclusively to adult students, and 
no credits are required for admission 
and no examinations or degrees are given 
at completion of the courses. Many of 
the world's intellectual leaders have been 
affiliated with the New School, as mem- 
bers of the faculty or the student body, 
during the eight years of its existence. 
All classes are given at 5:20 or at 8:20 
o'clock in the evening, to accommodate 
the hours of business and professional 
people, who comprise the majority of the 
students. Last year’s enrollment of 
nearly 1,900 men and women exceeded all 
previous records. 

Courses at the New School attract the 
widest variety of personnel. For ex- 
ample, last year’s lecture course on Mod- 
ern Composer, given by Paul Rosenfeld, 
enrolled 69 men and women, of whom 
only four were listed as “musicians” 
and only one as a music teacher.

Mr. Copland's standing in the musical 
world 's well established and his musi- 
cianship is familiar to the concert-going 
public of Greater New York. He was 
a music pupil of Rubin Goldmark in 
New York from 1917 to 1921, and of 
Nadia Bonlanger in Paris from 1921 to 
1924. His compositions include Muste for 
the Theater, suite in five parts for cham- 
ber orchestra; Concerto for piano and 
orchestra; Grohg, Ballet in One Act, etc. 
and his works have been performed by 
the New York Symphony Orchestra, Bos- 
ston Symphony Orchestra, Rochester 
Symphony Orchestra, the League of Com- 
pesers and the Societe Musicale Inde- 
pendante of Paris.

producers. Unless all exhibitors, regard- 
less of affiliations, stand behind the 
T. O. C. C. in its campaign, the results 
will be doubtful, he added. 

Raives indicated that a precedent 
would be established in this territory 
on protection, and that exhibitors in 
other parts of the country would be in 
a position to make similar demands, 
depending on what protection is now 
demanded by first-runs. In New York 
there is a protection of 70 days, while in 
many other parts of the country the 
protection is 60 days. 

Raives said that he thought Hays 
would meet the exhibitors half-way and 
that some benefits would be derived as 
a result of the protest meeting recently 
which brought about the present parleys.

Reviews of Programs

Globe 


Film: “The Patent Leather Kid” 
(First National) 


Indubitably a good picture, but it 
could have been a much more pleasing 
work had about 1,000 or 1,500 feet been 
cut out of the first part. One waits al- 
most interminably for the hero, Richard 
Barthelmess, to get into a soldier's uni- 
form. During this first half the action 
has a tendency to drag, often being so 
slow that the result is boring. The sec- 
ond half is good motion picture, brimful 
with action, expert in direction and 
tense in its dramatic sequences. In fact, 
this second hal¥ is tear-jerking stuff, 
certain to guarantee happiness for the 
fairer sex. 

Barthelmess plays a part that ts often 
unsympathetic. He is an East Side 
youth who has risen to heights as a pug 
in spite of the fact he is not the fan's 
idea of a hero. Egotism happens to be 
his unhappy affliction. He falls in love, 
naturally, with an East Side maiden of 
certain allurements, but parts with her 
when she resents his reluctance to go 
to war. The draft finally catches the 
hero in its net and he goes to France. 
At least two-thirds of the picture (the 
first part) is concerned with the story up 
to this point. On the battlefield the 
fighting pug loses his nerve, but regains 
it valiantly and nearly becomes a martyr 
to the cause. One of the biggest Scenes 
's the discovery of the hero by the hero- 
fne as he is brought {nto a first-aid camp 
and there given up as just another hope- 
less case. The heroine had become a 
war worker. A hasty operation restores 
the soldier to a semblance of life, but he 
is paralyzed. In one of the greatest flag- 
waving finishes ever filmed—one that 
puts George M. Cohan to shame—the 
hero recovers the use of his limbs so 
that he can salute Old Glory. 

Molly O'Day plays the part of the girl. 
She ts favorable on the whole. Occa- 
sionally she does outstanding work, par- 
ticularly in highly dramatic episodes. 

Alfred Santell directed The Patent 
Leather Kid, which is adapted by Adela 
Rogers St. John from an original story 
by Rupert Hughes. There are flashes of 
Ingenious direction, but the fact that 
there is hardly any comedy in the pic- 
ture is not in its favor 

For the average exhibitor this picture 
ought to clean up. The title will draw 
them fn, as well as the knowledge of 
what the story deals with. 


Strand 
Film: “Hard-Boiled Haggerty” 
(Pirst National) 


One of Milton Sills’ worst pictures. In 
fact, he doesn’t count at all so far as 
what little entertainment there is in 
Hard-Boiled Haggerty is concerned. Ar- 
thur Stone in a minor part permitting 
him a chance at comedy provides the 
most delicious moments—tho they are 
few—in this latest First National release. 
The picture was produced by Wid Gun- 
ning and directed by Charles Brabin 
Tts story deals with the aviation side of 
the war and the lighter moments in the 
lives of soldiers when on leave. Sills 
is an unconvincing ace who falls in love 
under unusual circumstances with a girl 
in Paris who he is later led to believe is 
a bad wom: For the sake of an ending 
that woulu be typical of film produc- 
tions since infancy she turns out to be 
the goodest woman in all of Paris, It 


was her twin sister who had been the 
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looser of the two. The story itself ts 
more or less boring, but the numerous 
comedy angles that have been worked 
into it, possibly by the director, are rich 
in diversion. 

Molly O'Day appears opposite Sills and 
gives a pleasing account of herself in a 
pleasing way. Mitchell Lewis and George 
Fawcett are in minor roles. 

The only war action in Hard-Boiled 
Haggerty is that of a brief conflict be- 
tween planes. The scenes are not very 
effective, however. 

On the whole, Hard-Boiled Haggerty 
is somewhat risque and stands good 
chances of being terribly mutilated by 
certain censors. Doubtless little scenes 
that are gems—particularly one with 
Arthur Stone—face the merciless shears. 

John Tiller’s 16 Sunshine Girls from 
a recent C. B. Dillingham musical and 
the Caites Brothers, eccentric tap danc- 
ers, are the outstanding hits of the 
stage show supplanting the “noiseless 
entertainment”. The dancing ensemble 
appears twice in ingenious routines well 
executed. Smoother dancing than that 
offered by the Caites boy is seldom 
found. They were a hit extraordinary 
when caught. 

Other features of Joseph Plunkett's 
show are Mile. Klemova, in a somewhat 
ungracefully executed ballet specialty; V 
Mamonoff, Virginia Johnson and a male 
ensemble, in a big singing scene repro- 
ducing a setting of a Paris cafe from the 
feature film, and Edward Albano in 4a 
well-rendered solo. The entire show is 
well staged and dressed. 


Paramount 
Film: “Underworld” 


(Paramount) 


Many things combine to make Under- 
world an absorbing, spellbinding picture. 
The acting. direction, titles, photography, 
camera angles, story and action are a 
few of them. Altho there is more than 
the average melodrama in Underworld it 
it not a typical “blood and thunder” 
spectacle. The story and the love inter- 
est, the human touch and the pathos 
lift the picture out of this category. 
The story, by Ben Hecht, treats of life 
in the raw as it is lived by those who 
are the law's natural enemies. Always 
it ‘is realistic and, except for the finish, 
quite probable. The turn of events in 
which the master criminal, escaped from 
hanging, gives himself up after realizing 
his girl is really in love with the other 
fellow, throws the story off its straight 
track of logic. “Bull” Weed was not the 
type to give up things he loved even tho 
he faced machine gun fire from all sides 
in his underworld hideaway. He, also, 
was not the type to surrender to police. 
His greatest concern in escaping from 
the gallows was to square accounts with 


the man who stole his sweetheart and 
to square things possibly with her. He 
realizes, however, that both were not 
double-crossing him, but had striven to 
save him from the hangman’s noose. 
Shooing them off like a loving father, 
he gives himself up. 

George Bancroft plays this role to per- 
fection, making himself a sympathetic 
character. Frequently he inculcates a 
note of comedy in his work. Bancroft is 
beyond peradventure one of the screen's 
finest actors. Parts like that of “Bull” 
Weed should have been allotted him be- 
fore. Clive Brook and Evelyn Brent are 
cofeatured with Bancroft. One cannot 
think of a better trio for the roles they 
essay. 

Josef Von Sternberg directed Under- 
world and George Marion, Jr., wrote the 
titles. Both demonstrate themselves as 
craftsmen of a rare order in this particu- 
lar picture, one that no exhibitor should 
decline to book. It will hold and enter- 
tain your patrons no matter who they 
are. 

The new band unit here is called 
Tokio Blues and numbers among those 
in the cast, to add to the Oriental flavor, 
such Japanese artistes as Hatsu Kuma, 
the Three Mevyakos, George Hirose, Aida 
Kawakami and a sextet of dancers, in- 
cluding Rose Low, Naoe Kondo, Helen 
Kim, Pearl Moy, Dolores Lee and Hana 
Koo. In addition to these artistes there 
are the Three New Yorkers (Joseph Sar- 
gent, John Barney and Stuart Ross) and 
Willie Solar.

(Universal) 


Les Miserables is hardly a classic—on 
the screen. As done by Film de France 
with a cast of European artists who are 
inclined to overplay their parts, and as 
prepared in this country by Universal 
for general release as one of its specials, 
it represents a product that can best be 
described as a fair program picture. It’s 
not worth “advanced prices”.

In the Life of John 
Paul Jones, Phillips Russell's latest of- 
fering, it is delightful to read: ‘Being 
without employment, John Paul went on 
the stage, joining the company of John 
Moody, the Irish actcr, playing the 
Islang of Jamaica. John Paul's role was 
that of young Bevilin The Conscious 
Povers. He was just 21 years old. His 
training as an actor, tho not extensive, 
no doubt proved valuable to him in later 
years. It strengthened his latent his- 
trionic gifts, taught him the use of his 
body and voice, enabled him to face 
crowds with equanimity, and gave him 
that for which he was afterward to be- 
come remarked—‘“presence”. In later 
years his acquaintances used to wonder 
where this gardener’s son acquired his 
distinct speech and easy self-possession 
in courts and palaces. His Jamaican 
stage experience is probably the answer 
Ali the rest of his life he was at mo- 
ments somewhat histrionic.”

We are holding checks in settlement of 
claims for H. Coleman Ashe, Ross Burly, 
Eva Hackett, Elizabeth Huyler, Sally

Amant and Miss Virgil 

Our contract states specifically that our 
people will rehearse four weeks only 
without salary. A member who rehearses 
for a longer period without pay and who 
does not report to the association is 
breaking one of the fundamental rules of 


the Chorus Equity, and is liable to sus- 
pension. 

Every manager knows this, and knows 
that his chorus people must report to 
their association. When one remembers 
the courage of those chorus boys and 


girls in 1919, who went on strike to get 
the contract, it is difficult to have 
patience with those of 1927 who have 


profited by their work, and who lack the 
common sense, not courage, for that is 
not required now, to do thelr part 


When a member of Chorus Equity 
leaves a production without working out 
the required two weeks’ notice, he leaves 
the executive committee no other alter- 
native than that of suspending him. We 
cannot insist that managers give a two 
weeks’ notice unless we also insist that 
our people do the same. The usual ex- 
cuse, a nervous breakdown, hardly holds 
water. We could not permit a manager 
to close a company without notice or 
salary because of a “nervous breakdown” 
We have generally found that the 
“nervous breakdown” was the result of 
some real or fancied wrong that the 
member has suffered at the hands of the 
management. 

Persons who are old enough to go on 
the stage are supposed to be grown up 
and capable of carrying on in the same 
manner as Bny other person engaged in 
business 

Mr. McPherson has returned from his 
vacation, and the tap-dancing classes are 
again open. The acrobatic classes, under 
Mr. Morris, will open on August 29. Both 
of these classes run to capacity—for that 
reason persons who are interested should 
sign up in advance. 

The scholarship fund is still open to 
members who are anxious to improve 
their work and who are unable to pay 
at this time for lessons. Members who 
use the scholarship fund are required to 
pay from their next engagement. Be- 
cause of the type of dancers most fre- 
quently asked for from the engagement 
department, we recommend that persons 
taking lessons here take both tap and 
acrobatic. 

The engagement department has its 
busiest season at this time of the year 
Many of the calls that we get do not 
give us enough time to send for people 
to fill them: therefore, those people who 
call at the office each day are those who 
are most sure of getting work

PART IN FOLLIES 


The Ziegfeld Follies, at the New Am- 
sterdam Theater, New York, is the usual 
glamorous spectacle of beauty and color 
There are novelties aplenty and these 
novel costumes seem to appeal more 
particularly to the fancy of the audience 
than do the more gorgeous spectacles 
Among these costume novelties are: 


A bowknot chorus. Each pretty 
chorine is a blue satin, piped-in-pink 
bowknot. The bodice of the costume is 
cut to simulate the center of the knot 
while long, wide sleeves constitute the 
loops. Long trousers form the bow’s 
ends, these ends being cut in bias fash- 
ion to form an inverted V at the 
bottom, which its bound in pink. 


Another little costume of the “shorts” 
variety is a checker-board design in white 
and red, large dice being printed on the 
contrasting squares. A wee white apron's 
strings are tied toformanimmense bow- 
knot in back and a large bowknot sets 
off the front of a cap. 


The accordion inspired another chorus 
costume. This consists of a blouse of 
vivid red satin, the long sleeves cut ki- 
mono style, blouse and sleeves one long 
series of accordion pleats. The wearers’ 
arms are carried straight out to further 
the accordion iilusion. Long trousers of 
white satin with red designs are finished 
at the bottom with ribbon fringe. A 
tiny cap exploits an antenna. Other 
Follies costumes will be mentioned in 
next week's Feminine Frills. 


ALLEZ OOP IS 
MODERNISTIC 


Dame Fashion herself seems to have 
been the ever-present inspiration of those 
who cesigned the costumes for Allez Oop, 
at the Earl Carroll Theater, New York. 
Bowknots, boleros and tiered skirts, each 
an important factor of the mode, dis- 
tinguish the costumes of principals and 
chorus. The clear colors of the season— 
red, yellow. green and  blue—lend 
warmth and charm to the ensembles.

MOVING PICTURE operators called a 
strike August 23 at the Belmont Thea- 
ter, Chicago, and by evening it had 
spread to fhe other Chicago theaters of 
the Orpheum Circuit. The strike was 
settled Wednesday night just prior to 
curtain time, when the officials yielded 
to the demand of the union that they 
retain four operators instead of two at 
the Belmont. The other theaters there 
on the Orpheum Circuit are the lace, 
State-Lake, Majestic, Riviera, Tower, 
Englewood, Diversey and American. 


IN WASHINGTON, D. C., where the 
old scale has been renewed, the stage- 
hands are asking for a six-day week in 
vaudeville houses only, with the employ- 
ment of a “swing” man to relieve men on 
their days off. 

FAIR PROGRESS is being made thru- 
ovt the country in the negotiation of 
new wage scales for the coming season. 
The Newark Local No. 21 has settled with 
the managers on every point excepting 
conditions relating to overtime in vaude- 
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ville houses playing more than two 
shows a day. Under the new ccntract, 
the same scale will prevail for the com- 
ing year. 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., Local No. 26 
reached a settlement, receiving a sub- 
stantial increase. The union asked $50 
for heads, $4 a show for extra men, and 
$65 a week for stock. 


ST. PAUL operators obtained a 5 per 
cent increase. The stagehands of this 
local and the operators and stage ein- 
ployees of Minneapolis are negotiating 
jointly with local managers. 


IN DULUTH the former agreement was 
renewed with stagehands Operators 
there are asking for an increase, but no 
settlement has been reached. 


A NOMINAL BOOST is asked by the 
stage employees of Portland, Me., Local 
No. 114. Prospects for a settlement in 
the near future are reported to be good. 


CINCINNATI stagehands, No.5, has not 
yet settled with the managers, but the 
operators’ local, No. 165, has already 
signed up, getting a $3.50 increase the 
first year and an additional $1.50 for 
the second year under a two-year agree- 
ment. The stagehands are negotiating 
for an increase of $6.50 for heads, $5 
a week all other men, and 75 cents a 
show for extra men. 


CLEVELAND stagehands, No. 27, are 
asking for a boost of $8 a week for all 
men. Several meetings with managers 
have already been held. The Cleveland 
operators, No. 160, are already settled for 
another year, the managers having exer- 
cised an option in last year’s contract 
to renew the agreement under the same 
conditions 


STAGEHANDS in Schenectady, N. Y.. 
reported to I. A. headquarters they have 
entered into an agreement with local 
managers for one year, but failed to 
adives terms. 


NO PROGRESS is being made in Co- 
lumbus, O., between stagehands’ Local 
No. 12 and the managers, according to 
report to headquarters. 


IN PROVIDENCE the outlook for an 
early settlement is favorable. Pre- 
liminary meetings are now being held. 
Stagehands No. 23 are asking for a $15 
increase in stock. presentation and pic- 
ture houses and 75 cents a show for 
extra men. The operators, No. 223, de- 
mand $6 a week increase. 

WILLIAM F. CANAVAN, president of 
the Alliance, announced negotiations on 
the whole thruout the country are pro- 
gressing favorably and that from present 
indications less difficulties will be en- 
countered this year in wage negotiations 
than ever before in the history of the 
x. A. 


OTTAWA, Can., reports no progress is 
being made with negotiations for a new 
scale calling for an increase. 


DETERMINED to get young blood at 
the head of the Westchester County, 
N. Y., stage employees’ local, No. 366, 
new officers with only one re-election 
have been installed. The election was 
held Monday night, August 22, at How- 
ard Hall, Mt. Vernon, and resulted in 
the choosing of John Kielly as president; 
Joseph W. Stern, vice-president; Walter 
C. Davis, treasurer; Joseph Monoco, fi- 
nancial secretary; Joseph Chambers, re- 
cording secretary; Pat Jennings, business 
agent, and Nathan Storch, chairman of 
the board of trustees. Monoco is the 
only official re-elected

The tent shows have a new battle on 
their hands down in Alabama, where an 
exorbitant license, ostensibly sponsored 
by “octopus” interests and designed 
solely to deprive the public of traveling 
attractions because they compete with 
the movies, has been put thru. 

Public sentiment already has begun 
to manifest itself as very strongly 
against the measure. 

As any fair-minded person should 
know, the law is fundamentally uncon- 
stitutional, because it violates the liberty 
of a free people. 


It also is monopolistic, because it op- 
erates in restraint of trade, protecting 
special interests by making it prohibitive 
for other, and equally legitimate enter- 
prises, to carry on their business. 

No such laws can be successfully en- 
forced if the whom 
the discrimination is directed will get 
together and, backed by public senti- 
ment, carry the case to the high courts.

This has been proved. 

Tent showmen have been made the 
goat of “octopus” legislation for a long 
time. Because of their delay in banding 
together and fighting collectively for 
their rights, they ‘have a harder fight 
ahead of them now than they would 
have had a few years ago.

Jim Tully’s Circus Book 


N case you don’t already know him, Jim Tully is the hobo who turned 
litterateur; the author of Beggars of Life, later dramatized under the 


title of Outside Looking In, and Jarnegan. 


He also is entitled to the 


distinction for being able to crowd the greatest amount of profanity, vul- . 
garity and other disagreeableness into a given amount of type. 

Twenty years ago, during his hobo days, Tully spent a season with a 
circus as a common roustabout, and now he has capitalized on that excur- 


sion by writing “a book about the circus”. 


This book, Circus Parade, is the 


most desecrating account that ever was written about the big tops. 
It does not explain that the incidents or nightmares related are supposed 


to have happened 20 years ago. 


It makes no distinction between the outlaw 


circus of two decades ago and the legitimately established shows of today. 
It merely tears down, right and left, with no apparent purpose in mind ex- 
cept to produce a volume of “red-hot” sketches. 

Anyway, the book has quickly become the rage. It is being heralded by 
those who don’t know a circus from a Tom show as a great piece of circus 


realism, or words to that effect. 


Tully’s principle of realism is this: 
In a situation where the ordinary human being would remark, “Where 
are we?” or “See that cop?”, Tully makes his puppets say: “Where the he!! 


are we?” and “See that damn cop?” 


Thus, by measuring out an extravagant ratio of “hells”, “damns” and 
other base talk, such as may be found in any gutter of life, he achieves a 
pseudomorphic conglomeration that is accepted by the boob intelligentsia 


as “circus realism”. 


Imagine a city chap, who once spent a summer on a farm, writing on/y 
about the pig pens and manure piles as his idea of rural realism. That would 


be Tully’s brand of realism. 


When an institution has lived as long as the circus has lived, and has 
endeared itself to young and old as solidly as the circus has, there must 


be some great merit in it 
hasn't a single redeeming feature. 


Yet, according to Tully’s diatribe, the circus 


The trouble with Tully was that he saw the circus with a roustabout’s 
eyes and wrote about it from the roustabout’s viewpoint. He could not see 


beyond his environment. 


Tully’s sojourn in the circus field was just a 
matter of convenience or pecuniary necessity. 
that great army of true and permanent followers of the white tops.

He knows what his readers expect 


from him—after reading Beggars of Life—and he has given it to them 


without reserve in Circus Parade.

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New Requirements of the Drama---.. BRUCE veal 


UNDREDS of articles have been writ- 
H ten in recent years, all purporting 
to show why the drama has 
ne to the eternal bowwows This is 
another. The drama has been hurt by 
omething—terribly; everyone agrees on 
Unless it throws some new light 
upon this subject, which of late years 
has become serious, at least outside of 
New York, there would be no justifica- 
tion for another article. 

1 recantly had the opportunity of 
studving a very select audience attend- 
ine a performance of Trelawny of the 
Wells. During the evening I heard one 
comment, uttered by a teacher of 
English in one of our high schools, 
which I believe goes straight to the 
core of the problem. 


Before proceeding further, I wish to 
make a distinction between the theater 
1s an institution and the drama. They 
ire not one and the same thing. The 
theater is the commercial business of 
providing entertainment which may or 
may not be good drama, while the drama 
is the art of dramaturgy as expounded 
by such dramatists as John Galsworthy 
and Eugene O'Neill and such sterling 
actors as George Arliss and John Drew. 
The theater as an institution has not 
been hurt by anything; in fact, is more 
prosperous today than it has ever been 
before, as is evidenced by the fact that 
New York alone has nearly three times 
the number of legitimate theaters that 
it had a decade ago, altho the popula- 
tion hasn't doubled. Part of this in- 
crease. of course, resu)ted from the orgy 
of theater building which has been 
rampant during the last few years; still 
the fact remains that these theaters are 
being profitably supported. And even on 
the road, where the legitimate theater is 
upposed to be dead, it is far from a 
corpse, at least in this town (Columbus, 
O.), where any second-rate musical show 
can always be assured of a full house. 
The theater as an institution has not 
suffered, but no one can deny that high- 
drama has lost its hold on the 
public. 


HE all-star cast which George Tyler 
provided for his revival of Trelawny of 
the Wells and which played Columbus 

recently, was headed by John Drew and 
Helen Gahagan and included such well- 
known players as Mrs. Thomas Whiffen, 
Effie Shannon, Rollo Peters, John Kel- 
lerd, Lawrence D’'Orsay, Wilton Lackaye 
ind others of equal rank, all of them 
recognized artists of the first rank. We 
probably never shall see such a sterling 
aggregation of stars again in such a 
splendid play. 

As for the audience, it seemed as if 
everyone were there. Tuxedos, wing col- 
lars, high hats were everywhere in 
evidence. Superficially at least, it looked 
as if the drama had come into its own 
again. But had it? Let's mingle with 


that 


class 


that crowd a moment and listen to the 
comments uttered after each act. 

“Gee, I wish something would hap- 
pen,” remarked a young lady, a teacher 
of English in one of our high schools, to 
her friend after the second act. “I'm 
bored to death.” 

There were a great many other re- 
marks along the same line, but the fact 
that nothing happened in the course of 
the play, that the play was devoid of big 
scenes seemed to be the commonest 
criticism heard. At least half of the 
people to whom I spoke admitted that 
they were disappointed and that they 
would have enjoyed an evening at the 
movies a great deal more. When our 
teachers of English fail to enjoy a won- 
derful performance of a splendid play, as 
this one surely was, there is something 
rotten in Denmark. The young lady's 
remark about “nothing happening” to 
my notion hit the nail squarely on the 
head. The fact is, the public has lost 
its taste for high-class drama, and to 
find the reason we will have to go back 
to the year 1897, the date on which the 
patent for the first automobile was 
granted. 


Previous to the advent of the automo- 
bile people lived more slowly, leisurely, 
fully, than they do now, in direct con- 
trast to the modern high-geared method 
of existence. America is fast in more 
ways than one. We are living in an age 
of speed. We no longer take time to 
really live, but must of necessity move— 
move fast in order to keep up with tue 
procession. 


HEN future historians write up this 

age the automobile will be the 

outstanding development, and 
speed will be the theme. This is true, 
not only in matters of locomotion, but 
in our every-day manner of living. We 
are living in an age of hustle, bustle 
and hurry. We no longer take time to 
eat properly and any doctor will tell 
you that people will not take out time 
even for health. The automobile has 
gotten people into the habit of want- 
ing to go somewhere. Wanderlust, the 
Germans call it. Every one is continually 
wanting to go, it doesn't matter much 
where. It has become almost impossible 
to spend a quiet evening at home, in 
the quiet perusal of books and plays and 
conversation. We've got to be con- 
tinually and everlastingly on the go. And 
the automobile with its suggestion of 
speed and travel is at the bottom of it 
all. 

Then in rapid succession came the 
development of the various labor-saving 
devices now in use in every home. 
Electricity has been harnessed to do the 
work that formerly kept the housewife 
busy. Electric sweepers, washers, mangles, 
dishwashers, all make the housewife's 
task easier and give her more time for 
doing those things which all of us used 


to think we would do if we only had 
the time. 


But what has been the effect? Are we 
using the extra time to peruse the 
classics, to become better acquainted 
with the matters of literature and art, 
to improve our minds, to do those tasks 
which we still have to do better and 
with more thoroness? The fact that we 
are no longer required to do the drudgery 
of former days and that we have more 
time seems to have made us reluctant 
to do anything at all. Our apartments 
are made smaller, our babies are raised 
on the bottle, our homes run by servants 
—which gives the housewife still more 
time. 


ASICALLY, it is a matter of disci- 

pline. When things were hard and 

difficult and inconvenient we 
trained ourselves mentally and physically 
to do our work, but with the advent of 
labor saving devices this was no longer 
necessary. We no longer had to work 
hard and long, so we lost all desire to work 
or think at all. The fact that most 
things are done for us these days with 
a minimum of effort and thought on 
our part has stifled initiative. Lack of 
exercise causes stagnation, both mental 
and physical. The automobile and the 
various labor-saving devices have put 
us into a state of mental and physical 
inertia. 


The ease with which we get prac- 
tically everything in life done these 
days has made us indolent. We don't 
even wish to go to the trouble of think- 
ing. We don’t wish to read worth-while 
things because reading takes mental ef- 
fort. We don’t wish to read novels be- 
cause they are too long and too slow. 
That accounts for the development of 
the short novel and the short story. A 
story to interest us must have punch 
and plot, and the author must introduce 
these very quickly else we lose interest. 
That is why the short story is the most 
popular form of fiction. We can't waste 
time on anything but the big climax. 
The beauties of description and char- 
acterization are much too slow for this 
day and age. 


At the theater, we no longer wish to 
see problem plays or indeed anything 
but the frothiest sort of piffle, which 
requires little if any mental effort. 
Great works of drama must be studied 
and digested as well as be seen. The 
beauty of drama lies not in plot but in 
words. It is the beauty of language. 
But modern audiences don’t care for 
such things. The beauties of voice in- 
flection, variation, expression, diction, 
poetry, which give beauty to lines and 
thoughts, mean nothing. We demand 
stories with plenty of physical action, 
with strong virile plots; things which 
can be seen and understood at a glance. 
In sbvrt, we want pictures, because we 


can understand them with the least 


mental effort. 


HE movies are popular because they 

are easy to understand. Even a mere 

child can understand. most of them. 
Any advertising man will tell you that 
an ad riaking its appeal to the intel- 
ligence will invariably fail of its pur- 
pose. Use. pictures, he will tell you, 
because people haven't time and will not 
read and think. They want a picture 
which will give them the whole message 
at a glance. Children are taught word 
association by means of pictures because 
the undeveloped mind can the more 
readily grasp things which are shown 
rather than told. 

In order to fall in line with this pic- 
ture trend of the day our dramatists are 
of necessity writing plays which concern 
themselves more with novel and bizarre 
plots rather than with beauty of lines 
and characterization. One play, which re- 
centy opened in New York, uses not only 
the stage and the front of the house in 
the exposition of its story, but the au- 
dience as well. That isn’t drama: it’s 
movie stuff, simple, primary, childish. 
But that is what the public wants. 


The movies have long ago become 
hackneyed for want of new plots. This 
will never be the case with the drama. 
Two dramatists can tell the same story 
and both will be interesting, the mate- 
rial in each case being colored by 
passage thru the mind of the author. A 
great drama need not have a big punchy 
climax and a novel plot to make it in- 
teresting; Shakespeare’s material was all 
old years before he came upon the 
scene, but passage of this old material 
thru his master mind gave it im- 
mortality. 


UT great drama makes us think and 

we don't want to think. We want 

our amusement in the form of pic- 
tures which we can comprehend without 
thought. We haven’t the time or the 
inclination to stop and think and 
ponder. This fact not only accounts for 
the popularity of the movies but of the 
1usical review of the follies type. Here 
the eye is regaled with an endless pro- 
cession of pictures which require no 
mental effort whatever for their en- 
joyment. 

The fact that the movies give an 
amusement-mad populace, which must 
go “somewhere” every night, some sort 
of amusement cheaply and with a 
minimum of mental effort, accounts for 
the popularity of this form of enter- 
tainment even among our most highly 
educated people. They will admit, if 
you ask them, that the movies are rotten, 
but will put up with this elementary 
stuff rather than submit to the mental 
discipline necessary to enjoy good drama. 

Thus the drama, if it would hold its 
own toclay, must conform to the new 
requirements of this age of speed.

Carnivals and Circuses Should Have 
Same Privileges as the Chautauquas 


Whitehall, N. Y., has prohibitive 
license for carnivals and for this reason 
the carnivals go to near-by towns, com- 
pelling people who like outdoor amuse- 
ments—and should be allowed to enjoy 
them in their home town—to seek them 
elsewhere. The Evening Times of recent 
date published a letter from one of its 
readers, who said: 

“As the summer is fast waning,,I give 
some thought to the months that have 
gone, and in checking up I find White- 
hall is one of the few villages that has 
been without a carnival and circus. 

“This subject” comes up occasionally, 
and it has had its airing, but not all 
that it should. Chautauqua has made 
its annual appearance and garnered its 
$2,000 or more, and a certain few, I pre- 
sume, have been satisfied. But those 
who like a carnival and a circus have 
gone without. 


“Altho I am not claiming my per- 
sonal views concerning carnivals and 
circuses are absolutely correct, I do 


claim that they are not entirely wrong, 
and what I have to say will speak the 
voice of a big percentage of Whitehall’s 
population 

“The method under which the chau- 
tauqua circuit places its entertainments 
at a guarantee of at least $1,800 in a 
village is most unfair according to my 
way of thinking. Chautauqua comes 
into town knowing it will take away at 
least $1,800 without taking the slightest 
chance. Rain nor anything can break 
the guarantee, and as a matter of fact, 
the guarantee must be ready before the 
first curtain rises. In return chau- 
tauqua broadcasts the impression that 
it will in return for the large guarantee 
lend to the moral uplift of the village 
and that not the money end is involved. 
Then ig addition to all this chautauqua 
goes not even pay the license fee. 

“I am not attempting to hammer 
chautauqua and those who like such a 
program of events have every right to 
have it if they wish, but I cannot under- 


stand how any group of persons can 
have the nerve to say that another 
group must attend chautauqua or go 


without amusement, and that is exactly 
what is being done today. In brief, it 
is nothing than class distinction 
when a group of people say another 
group must attend chautauqua if they 
want entertainment. No one has a right 
to select amusement for another any 
more than they have a right to say what 
kind of food and clothes they should 


less 


“It is argued, and has been argued 
and probably always will be by a cer- 
tain few, that the programs are more 
elevating and more educational than 
those given by a carnival or circus. 
Whether or not this is true is thought 
for two classes—those who like chau- 
tauqua and those who like a carnival 
or a circus. Personally I cannot see 
where chautauqua is any more elevating 
than the carnival, even tho the chau- 
tauqua people claim it. 

“I am reminded of a carnival which 
appeared here a few years ago and part 
of the program was devoted to a tent 
where there were several young women 
who did a dance clothed in grass skirts.

come on its own merits, but if the lat- 
ter were done there is no question in 
may mind that the chautauqua would 
gO away short of funds. 


“I have attended chautauqua enter- 
tainments and have gotten my money’s 
worth, but I do like a carnival and 
circus. It is true that either carnivals 
or circuses can come to town, but if 
they do it means paying a large license 
fee which the most of the carnivals and 
circuses feel is exorbitant, and so it is 
I have been told that there is no legal 
authority for making carnivals and 
circuses pay a license fee and exempt 
chautauqua, 


“It can be said that a carnival or a 
circus will bring more people into town 
than chautauqua. Carnival and circus 
patrons spend a lot of money, for that 
is the reason they attend such events 
There was a carnival in Granville every 
night last week and it is estimated that 
more than 1,000 persons went to the 
grounds each night, and some nights 
the crowd numbered more than this 
and this it not all, nearly one-half of 
the crowd were Whitehallers. 


“I am of the firm belief, as a great 
many others are, that the village board 
of trustees should rescind the ordinan¢e 
which requjres the paying of a large 
license fee and place carnivals and 
circuses on the same footing with chau- 


tauqua. Let the carnivals and circuses 
come into Whitehall: it means more 
money and will also mean a better 
feeling toward those who have lent 
some effort toward keeping them out

$60,000,000. Altho Treasury Department 
officials hold that the loss in revenue 
is taken up in exemptions on admissions 
up to 75 cents, managers declare that 
revenue from this source represents but 
from $1,000,000 to $2,000,000, and that 
the balance of from  $4,000,0000 to 
$6,000,000 represents a falling off in paid 
admissions for the period covered in the 

report. 

Managers hold that the Treasury De- 
partment in seeking to strike an op- 
timistic note in the report are really 
camouflaging the real situation, inas- 
much as they are bitterly opposed to a 
repeal of the amusement levy, because, of 
all taxes, it is the easiest to collect. 

An interesting angle to the tax repeal 
fight, which is to be waged in Congress 
next January and February, is that in 
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the event managers bring about a repeal 
of the levy, Federal Attorney Charles H. 
Tuttle will be shorn of all power to 
regulate ticket speculators, and the pro- 
posed ticket sales agreement, sponsored 
by him and supported by one faction of 
the managers, will go by the boards. 
Tuttle’s control of the situation now 
lies in the Federal tax charged on tickets 
sold thru agencies.

managers, attempts to clear them of any 
attempt at muddling the situation, by 
giving the brokers until Wednesday to 
accept the McBride plan as it now stands. 
He says, in part: “The McBride theater 
ticket plan has now been in the hands 
of the ticket brokers for more than 
three weeks. According to newspaper re- 
ports it is asserted that the brokers will 
not reach any decision up to Labor Day. 
Well, if the brokers do not come to a 
satisfactory and harmonious arrange- 
ment by Wednesday, then the theater 
managers are prepared to form a central 
ticket office which is designed to com- 

pletely eliminate the ticket broker.” 

In attempting to show that the man- 
agers are all for getting immediate ac- 
tion on the idea Hammerstein says, 
further along in his statement: “Should 
the ticket brokers fail to agree on the 
McBride plan, the Central Theater will 
be acquired by the managers and 
demolished to make way for the erec- 
tion of a building suitable to house a 
central ticket agency.” 

Those close to the situation, however, 
point out that while the managers are 
demanding speed they make no mention 
of how long it would take to tear down 
the Central Theater and erect a new 
structure. It is the general opinion along 
the street that it is simply another play 
for delay on the part of both managers 
and agents in the hope that the public 
will let the matter die and the ticket 
system will revert to its usual operation. 
Already the effects of the gouging ex- 
pose have started to wear off, with the 
hotel lobby stands and curb brokers 
alleged to be getting far more than the 
stipulated 50 cents advance on tickets 
for the hit shows. Some of the smaller 
agents, too, have switched their activi- 
ties from the legit. houses to the feature 
movie attractions and are reported to be 
getting big prices for Wings, at the 
Criterion Theater, and The Patent 
Leather Kid, at the Globe Theater. 

The brokers have called a meeting for 
Tuesday evening, when the McBride plan 
will again be placed before them for 
ratification and their action on it will 
be reported to the managers who are 
scheduled to meet on Wednesday.

pressed themselves highly in favor of the 
new policy as it would greatly relieve 
them of the possibilities of suits for loss 
and damages to the actors’ personal 
properties. It will be recalled, however, 
that never once in the cases of this 
kind that have come up in recent years 
has the actor been able to collect from 
the manager. Each one of these suits 
has brought a flood of requests for per- 
sonal insurance and protests to Equity 
that it was unobtainable. Equity of- 
fictals state that they have a dozen or 
more inquiries every week from mem- 
bers seeking protective insurance.

entation, and motion picture sale. These 
experts are to be chosen from a list of 
prominent managers, directors and other 
workers who are leaders in their re- 
spective fields, and are to be paid by the 
corporation for services rendered. The 
prospective producer of the show sub- 
mitted for financing is then required to 
submit a budget of complete production 


cost and this is also gone over and 
checked by experts against possible kick- 
back graft, padding and unnecessary 


extravagance. If the show is finally ac- 
cepted for financing, 49 per cent is of- 
fered to investors drawn from the public 
as clients and 51 per cent is carried 
by the corporation itself. Part of the 
51 per cent is assigned to the producer as 
his share in the possible profits. He is 
given a drawing account to cover his 
personal expenses, but otherwise cannot 
draw anything out of the grosses until 
the quarterly distribution of profits, in 
direct proportion to the money invested, 
is made to all stockholders on the first 
day of January, April, July and October. 
Each production is handled as a separate 
investment, syndicated to underwrite the 
cost and shares pro rata in the profits 
that are to be held in escrow by the 
Central Mercantile Bank and Trust Com- 
peny for division quarterly and to in- 
clude all profits from original produc- 
tion, motion picture, stock, road show, 
amateur, radio and foreign rights. With 
the Productions Syndicate Corporation 
controlling the entire financial inter- 
ests, it retains check on all business of 
the production, a matter that has in 
the past been in the hands of the 
producer upon whose reliability the 
backers have had to have faith. As se- 
curity the officials of the corporation 
are already bonded to the extent of 
#67,000 and the bond is to be tncreased 
to %150.000 this week, according to evi- 
dence submitted. Officers are paid by 
the corporation itself and the investors’ 
money is used for specific production 
expense only. The books of the corpora- 
tion and all of thea productions financed 
are to be handled by Wolf & Company, 
certified public accountants, 33 West 
42d street, and regular audits are to be 
made in accordance with the business 
laws. Walter A. Hall has been retained 
as corporation attorney and W. Herbert 
Adams, well known to the Broadway 
theater, is to act as attorney on all 
theatrical matters. 

The president of the Productions 
Syndicate Corporation is R. K. Bartlett, 
who for years managed the Olympic 
Theater in London, was long the foreign 
representative for Thomas Ince, and re- 
cently was exploitation director for F. B. 
O. in New York. Emanuel M. Pomerantz, 
also well known in amusement circles 
as an exploitation manager, press agent 
and company manager, is the vice-presi- 
dent of the corporation. Offices have 
been opened at 531 Fifth avenue. 

The first production to be financed is 
The Banshee, by W. D. Hepenstall and 
Ralph Cullinan. The producer is Charles 
Mullican. Rehearsals start today with 
Rarry Maccollum heading a cast that 
includes Margaret Barnstead, Kitty Col- 
lins and Joseph Brennan. Four more 
productions have been accepted and fi- 
nancing is already complete.

opening, could be canceled before the 
beginning of rehearsals by the manager 
paying the actors two weeks’ salary. It 
does not call for the actor to pay the 
manager two weeks’ salary in the event 
that he cancels. That is, he has the 
right to cancel, but no _ penalty is 
specified. The board had to stick to the 
technicality of the contract in its de- 
cision, but at the same time it recom- 
mended that the Equity contracts should 
be changed to place upon the actors the 
same penalties for cancellation of con- 
tract as is now placed solely upon the 
managers. The recommendation carries 
particular weight, inasmuch as the board 
was representative of both the actor and 
the manager as well as of outside neutral 
partiés. It was made up of Jay C. Flip- 
pen, the comedian: E V. Giroux. man- 
ager of the Morosco Theater, and Charles 


T. Root. president of the United Publish- 
ing Company. Investigation shows, 
however, that Equity is extremely un- 


likely to take any action, as the present 
reading of the contract favors its mem- 
hers, but that the change for equal 
penalty will be an issue strongly backed 
by the managers in the drive for a re- 
adjustment of the terms of theatrical 
contracts, which is expected to be 
brought up in the near future by both 
Equity and the managers to straighten 
out several points that have recently 
been hotly contested.

Hard Hit by Weather 


NEW YORK. Aug. 29.—The hard- 
hearted weather man has brought gloom 
and despondency to showmen at Coney 
Island and other amusement resorts 
along the Eastern seaboard. Yesterday 
was the seventh rainy Sunday in the last 
10 weeks. It rained all day and night, and 
the loss to proprietors and their lessees 
and aids up to date looks like the great- 
est ever.

Fireworks 
programs are scheduled for every night 
from September 6 to 10, and also during 
Mardi Gras week, announced for Sep- 
tember 12 to 18, inclusive.
